Financial Condition 
Town of Vulcan 


Balance Increased by $2,000.00 Dur¬ 
ing Month of October; Payments 

Lower; Tax Collections Better. 

Receipts were higher and payments 
lower duriijg the month of October. 
This was revealed by the monthly 
statement of receipts and payments 
presented to th P councillors of the 
Town of Vulean at their regular 
meeting on Monday evening. The 
balance at the end of the month was* 
increased by nearly $2000 over the 
September balance. Tax collections 
were better during October than for 
several months. Tax collections were 
as follows: Town $379.00; school, $1- 
196.79; business $22.05; supplemen¬ 
tary revenue $17.81; hospital $81.91; 
lax consolidation $160.95f ' minimum 
school tax $22.00. All departments 
showed an increase over September. 
Other receipts included licenses, ceme 
Tory plots, relief refunds,' and other 
minor items. Total receipts for the 
month of October amounted to $2,- 
212.12. 

Payments for the month of Octo¬ 
ber amounted to $875.22, a decrease 
of $2,172.74 over the September pay¬ 
ments. Chief of the payments were 
public works $114.55; direct relief 
$58.85; salaries $133.00; mothers al¬ 
lowance $165.00, and numerous rou¬ 
tine payments made up the total. 

Balance- at October 1st, 1935, was 
$7,927.42. At October 31st, 1935, the 
balance, stood at $9,293.82; an in¬ 
crease of $1,727.62. In commenting on 
the statement Mayor King said the 
surplus was greater at this time of 
year than ever in the town’s history. 
The council has demonstrated how 
taxation can be reduced, at the same 
lime making local improvements and 
laying hy a substantial surplus. The 
town administration is to be congrat¬ 
ulated on its* achievements during 
trying times. *

In 1869, a French vessel, with Empress Eugenie aboard 
made the first trip through, fpllowed by 68 vessels of all 
nations.

Britain had opposed this French-Egyptian project, 
fearing her route to India might be interfered- with. But 
fifteen years later the Khedive of Egypt went broke, and 
tried to sell his holdings in the Suez Canal. France refus¬ 
ed to buy, and the British government made the purchase 
for $20,000,000, which obtained 44 per cent, of the stock 
to Britain. . . 

Today, there are thirty-two members of the Universal 
Society of the Suez Canal. One is Dutch, 10 are English 
find 21 are French. Lord Cromer is a Britiph spokesman. 

The canal has been closed twice in times past. It was 
closed for four days in 1882, and in 1898 it was closed to 
the Spanish fleet during the Spanish-American war. 

In 1904, the British made final agreement that the canal 
would be invariably neutral, and this permitted the Rus¬ 
sians to use it in the Russo-Japanese war. 

But the Suez Canal is a private toll-road, and the own¬ 
ers might decide to close it on their own account. In 1934 
it grossed $60,000.1)00 with expenses about $22,000,000, so 
it is a good investment. The directors each get an annual 
fee of about $22,000. 

Both DeWendel and Schneider groups are represented 
on the board, and most of the directors are financiers, in¬ 
dustrialists and politicians. Nations may solemnly swear 
that the canal shall always remain open. But actually na¬ 
tions have very little to say about it.—Morning Albertan.

Alberta is exposed at present to the fierce white light 
of publicity, due to the election of a Social Credit govern-, 
ment. This province is viewed ’ as a sort of experimental 
laboratory, and all eyes are centred upon every develop¬ 
ment, significant or otherwise. 

It is one of the penalties of the experiment, that all 
manner of rumors circulate, and quite an amount of 
Premier Aberhart’s time must be devoted ^o denying or 
confirming these rumors. 

There was the hot cable from Australia enquiring if it. 
was true that he stood on the steps of the Legislature 
every morning and delivered up prayers. What bearing 
this might have upon the success of-legislative action was 
not elaborated upon, but it apparently was a question of 
importance. 

Another rumor of more significance has been circulated 
in England that Major Douglas is not to be invited out to 
Alberta till spring, giving rise to the further rumor that 
Major Douglas and Premier Aberhart have come to the 
parting of the ways. 

From the Alberta viewpoint, the situation seems clear 
that the Premier wishes to famliarize himself with the 
machinery of government in' its multiple phases, before 
inviting Major Douglas. It would seem good business to 
have a more complete grasp 0 f Alberta resources, finances 
etc., before launching on the Social Credit plan. And it is 
purely as adviser on Social Credit that Major Douglas is 
to come. Nothing would be gained by rushing him over at 
provincial expense until specific information was compiled 
and full value for his services might be realized. 

Premier Aberhart has his hands full in taking over the 
responsibilities of his office, and in attemptng to reduce 
the costs of government as he promised to do. This insist¬ 
ence from the outside that he launch his Social Credit im¬ 
mediately and “put on the show,” is not in the best inter¬ 
ests of Alberta as a whole. Social Credit is something

ROOM FOR MORE PEOPLE 


Recently returned from England, Brigadier General 
Hornby reports very favorably on the reception given his 
Land Settlement scheme. This plan has been mentioned 
frequently ir . and has for its object the settle¬ 

ment of accredited British farmers on land purchased'by 
the British government, in established areas of Canada. 

General Hornby states that four hundred memoers of 
the British House of Commons declared in favor of the 
proposal, and other enthusiastic endorsation from promin¬ 
ent leaders of agriculture-has been added to the statement 
forwarded to Hon. J. H. Thomas, secretary of State. 

It has been represented that the theory that migration 
should be postponed until prosperity came to the domin¬ 
ions is a contradiction in terms, because the - dominions 
cannot be really, prosperous without an increased popula¬ 
tion. 

It has been said that the ideal population for Canada 
owuld be 80 , 000 , 000 , instead of the present 10,000,000. 
Great Britain, on the other, hand, with an area of 87,000 
miles, has 45,000,000 of a population with two million un¬ 
employed. This is the problem of over-population and 
under-population, in which the British Government is be¬ 
coming more practically interested, due to the steady 
campaign of General Hornby, 

The great objection in British migration, to an agricul¬ 
tural dominion has been the fact that it has been haphaz¬ 
ard and unselected. Many immigrants have found country 
life uncongenial-and have reverted to the cities, thus in¬ 
creasing the numbers of unemployed or entering competi¬ 
tion with the a' eady crowded ranks of trades and artis¬ 
ans. 

General Hornby's plan as very clearly outlined to the 
British government, would admit pnly experienced agri¬ 
culturists, backed by government capital. If they were 
unsuccessful, the burden would fall not on the dominion, 
but on the British counties that sponored the jielection, 
and those whb"cbuld not make good would return to the 
old land. , • > 

There is no question that the plan as advocated would 
be beneficial to Canada. The new capital involved in the 
purchase of suitable land in well serviced communities 
would be a first benefit. There would be the purchase of 
stock:, machinery and the building of homes. Fbllowing

ATfTfbugh the League of Nations is regarded mainly as 
an international body concerned with the maintenance of 
peace, it is much more than that. The various depart¬ 
ments of which the League is made up assemble informa- 
tiop from all the countries of the world, on labor and liv¬ 
ing conditions, on unemployment, on youth problems, on 
production and industry, on trade and tariffs, in snort, on 
every phase of social of economic life common to the hum¬ 
an beings of the world. This mass of information is con¬ 
sidered from an international viewpoint, and the resulting 
recommendations are the outcome of th e world-wide view. 

Hitherto the value of the League has been measured in 
terms of its effectiveness in preventing war. And if the 
League is successful in control of the Italy-Ethiopia situa¬ 
tion, it will be credited with a major achievement, and 
stand high in general esteem It may be then, that its oth¬ 
er activities will be given more prominence, and wjll find 
more ready acceptance. 

For instance, a committee of the League has been con¬ 
sidering crop limitations, world production, etc. The Aus¬ 
tralian delegate has strongly urged that standards of liv¬ 
ing should be raised throughout the world, instead of urg¬ 
ing the limitation of crops. He was of the opinion that un¬ 
derconsumption was a much more serious menace to the 
world than overproduction. Col. J.H. Woods of Calgary, 
the head of the Canadian delegation supported the pro¬ 
posal that the" League of Nations enquire into “glutted 
markets and simultaneous food deficiency.” Col. Woods 
added that the mere existence of food, and the mere ex¬ 
istence of prosperity did not seem to cover the problem of
